Special Task Force on Travel 
set up by President Johnson in 
November recommended dis. 
counts on transatlantic air 
fares of 25 per cent, a 25 per 
cent discount on domestic rail 
fares, and 10 per cent discounts 
on charter bus rates on trips in- 
volving 400 miles a day. These 
recommendations are now pend- 
ing before regulatory agencies. 
The reduction would apply only 


to visitors from abroad. 


The task force also recom. 


mended a substantial Increase 
in the budget for the U.S. Travel 
Service, a waiver for visas for 
foreign tourists and business, 
men and creation of a National 
Tourist Office to coordinate the 
promotion of foreign travel to 
the United States. This office 
would start with an annual 
budget of about $30 million In 
the next fiscal year. 


The task force report is part 


of an effort by the Johnson ad- 
ministration to reduce the inter, 
national dollar drain by about $3 
billion this year. The balance, 
of.payments deficit last year 
was $3.57 billion.

Mrs. Clara Spencer has boil- 


ing water In her well and smoke 
pours through 20.foot cracks in 
the road to the southeastern 
Ohio village's dump. 


More smoke still trickles from 


a section of Ohio 216 undercut 
and collapsed by the fire five 
years ago—one of many such 
spots endangeredbefore the fire 
went into a period of relative 
dormancy. 


Mrs. Spencer lives outside 


NewStraitsville along the same 
highway with a well shooting 
steam six feet into the air. Cold 
coffee lowered in a bucket 
comes up piping hot and ready 
to serve. 


Snow melts as soon as it hits 


her lawn and she says she'll 
have to move before summer- 
along with occupants of a house 
trailer 10 feet from the well, 
where ground already is crack, 
ing. 


Several shaft fires were start, 


ed by antiunion miners in the 
"big strike" of 1884, When New 
Straitsville was a 14-year-old 
boom town supplying coal to all 
parts of the nation. 


Today, New Straitsville is an 


Appalachian village of about 
1,000 people and the fire has 
spread beneath some 240 square 
miles of land. Mining officials 
long ago gave up hopes at con.

Governors 
Plan Series 
Of Hearings 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Re-' 


publican governors announced 
Monday a series of hearings 
aimed at Shaping moderate 
planksforthe party's 1968 plat 
form— and they skirted conserv. 
ative strongholds and most big 
cities in picking the sites. 


Gov. John H. Chafee of Rhode 


Island, who heads the progres- 
sive.dominated Republican Gov- 
ernors Association, announced 
hearings In late April and early 
May at Seattle, Wash., Albu- 
querque,N.M., and Little Rock, 
Ark. He said a fourth hearing 
will be in a still undesignated 
Midwestern state with a windup 
here. 


Chafee told a news conference 


that the governors are aiming 
at "a bold and imaginative na- 
tional platform that will have 
broad appeal to all voters." 


The Rhode Island governor 


said the hearings will seek in- 
formation on "the problem of 
our cities, the relationship of the 
races, the Wight of poverty, the 
problems of housing and trans, 
portation, health and pollution, 
crime and riots, and all others." 


He said he will head a team 


composed of Govs. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller of New York, Ray. 
mond P. Shafer of Pennsylva- 
nia, John A. Love of Colorado 
and Tim Babcock erf Montana. 


Chafee was unclear about how 


much information he felt the 
traveling governors could gain 
in three states which have had 
no recent riots and in which the 
largest city is Seattle, with a 
population in 1960 of 557,000. 


Chafee ruled out California, 


where conservative Gov, Ronald 
Reagan presides over the party 
machinery, as a site for any 
hearing. He discounted the pos- 
sibility that the Midwestern ses- 
sion will be held in Ohio, where 
conservative Gov. James A. 
Rhodes runs the show 


He said the traveling gover. 


nors won't go to Chicago be. 
cause they are staying out of 
states with Democratic gover. 
nors. He made no mention of a 
possible hearing in New York. 


Chafee conceded the gover. 


nors have made no progress in 
trying to get Shafer named as 
cochalrman of the platform 
committee at the August Con. 
ventlon in Miami Beach, Fla. 
But he said they are not giving 
up in their effort to have Shafer 
share the chairmanship with 
Senate Republican Leader Ever- 
ett M. Dirksen of Illinois 


The progressive governors 


find Dirksen entirely too con- 
servative for their liking on 
domestic issues. And some of 
them have complained that in 
his support of President John- 
son's basic objectives in Viet- 
nam, the Illinois senator has 
narrowed the opportunity of the 
Republicans to offer an alterna- 
tive.

More than half a million Florida 
public school children were shut 
out of classes Monday by the 
nation's first statewide teacher 
walkout. 
One. third of the state's teach, 


ers—25,077 of 60,844—already 
had resigned Monday with 12 
counties not yet reporting, ac- 
cording to figures from the state 
Department of Education and 
county school boards. 


The teachers' spokesmen here 


said another 13,000 would quit 
by Tuesday. 


All classes were canceled in 


22 counties with combined en. 
roUmentof 556,155. The state's 
total public school enrollment is 
1,300,000. 


Four other counties closed 


part of their schools Monday for 
lack of teachers. Some that 
were open Monday announced 
plans to close Tuesday, a few 
for the whole week. 


Many of the schools that re. 


mained open operated as baby- 
sitting facilities with movie pro. 
grams and singalongs. 


At one elementary school in 


Daytona Beach, sixth 
grade 


girls were assigned to care for 
first and second graders. 


In Tampa's Chamberlain High 


School, when principal Donald 
Yoho quit his gob, police were 
called in to stop students tossing 
cherry 
bomb 
firecrackers, 


roaming the corridors and clus. 
tering in schoolyards. 


The teachers, acting through 


their professional organization, 
the Florida Education Associa- 
tion, began the walkout after re. 
jecting as insufficient last Fri. 
day a legislative program for 
increasing financial support to 
public schools. 


There was no picketing as 


most of the teachers who re- 
signed joined in 21 mass meet, 
ings around the state. 


The teachers say their resig- 


nations were legal and not in 
conflict with Florida's law bar. 
ring strikes by public employes, 
but an aide to Gov. Claude Kirk 
said 
the teachers were on 


strike. 
Dr. Phil Constans, executive 


secretary for the FEA and chief 
spokesman for the teachers, 
said Monday 35,000 had stayed 
awayfrom their classrooms and 
would not return until the Legis- 
lature passes a bill acceptable 
to the teachers— one that would 
give $267 million additional 
money to schools not including 
construction. The teachers said 


the disputed bill gave only $116 
million. 


Kirk's aide, Wade Hopping, 


said at a separate news confer, 
ence, "We want to keep the 
schools open. The governor 
wants to keep the schools 
open." 


Kirk was in California on a 


visit that included speaking ap- 
pearances and celebration of his 
first wedding anniversary. Hop- 
ping said it was not necessary 
for the governor to be in Flori. 
da. 


Hopping said it was too early 


to tell if the teachers would be

in

The Viet Cong Losses 


WASHINGTON — My friend

WASHINGTON ~ The known 


price paid by the Viet Cong for 
their attacks on the cities con- 
tinues to mount in a gruesome 
and almost awe-inspiring man- 
ner. 


On the military side, the list 


already comprises at least one 
North Vietnamese general of- 
ficer; at least two regimental 
commanders, and half a dozen 
battalion commanders with all 
t h e i r head- 
q u a r t e r s ' 
staffs, with at 
least one more 
r e g i m e n - 
t a l command- 
er and two or 
three battalion 
c o m m a n d- 
e r s in the 
trap at Hue. In 
addition, t h e 
p r o b a b l e 
North Vietnamese command- 
ing general in all of South Viet- 
nam, Tran Do, may well have 
fallen in the Saigon fighting, al- 
though this is not confirmed. 


On the civil side, the list al- 


ready comprises a full member 
of 
the 
National Liberation 


Front's Central 
Committee, 


Phiing Van Cung, who was sig- 
nificantly in charge of front ac- 
tivities and was killed in Sai- 
gon; 
the head of the "troop- 


proselytizing" staff section of 
Military Region IV, also kill- 
ed in Saigon, and the majori- 
ties of at least three and prob- 
ably four party committees in 
various provinces. There are 
hints, too, that other party com- 
mittees have been decimated. 


In addition, without counting 


local guerrillas and innocent 
bystanders, the regular Viet 
Cong troop units—the main and 
local forces-now appear to have 
lost close to 30,000 men, in 
killed and POWs, in this single 
series of attacks. This is pro- 
portionately equivalent to a loss 
of more than a fifth of Gen. Wll- 
Ham Westmoreland's entire 
force, or above 100,000 Ameri- 
cans. 
Something already has been 
said in this space about the 
ludicrous double standard by 
which the war in Vietnam Is 
judged in this country and 
abroad. 
To see how truly 


ludicrous It is, you need only 
try to Imagine what we would 
be saying here if Westmore- 
land had Incurred comparable 
losses •• and had 
incurred 


these 
fearful losses, more- 


over, without attaining his sta- 
ted goal. 


On this last point, too, the 


evidence from captured docu- 
ments and POW interrogations 
also continues to mount. The 
goal of the attacks on the cities 
was to touch off the "general 
uprising" and to cause the col* 
lapse of the government in Sai- 
gon. 


Besides the documents and in- 


terrogations, all sorts of de- 
tails 
of actual Viet Cong mili- 


tary plans show that the enemy 
expected his forces to win con- 
trol of the cities after entering 
them. 
For example, the 7th 


North Vietnamese Division and 
the 9th Viet Cong Division did 
not directly participate in the 
attack on Saigon; yet the move- 
ments were extremely reveal- 
ing. 


The 7th Division undertook 


harassment of our own 1st Di- 
vision, while the 9th Viet Cong 
Division moved into blocking 
position, with the stated mis- 
sion of preventing an advance 
on Saigon by the men of Big 
Red One. In the outcome, both 
enemy divisions suffered se- 
verely, and the defenders of 
Saigon needed no help from 
Big Red One. 


Finally, the clearest evidence 


that the enemy's plan went hor- 


ribly wrong is the known phase's 
conspicuous failure to develop. 
After the "general uprising" 
in the cities, big units not used 
in the actual attack on the cities 
were 
supposed to "descend 


from the hills to support the 
general uprising." This was 
the common enemy formula, and 
the preparations to act on the 
formula caused the American 
predictions 
of 
a 
"second 


round." 


There has been no widespread 


second round, nor is one con- 
sidered likely any longer. There 
may be one or two local of- 
fensive efforts, particularly In 
the most northerly province, 
Quang Tri. But that possibility 
is something very different 
from the original enemy plan. 


It must be emphasized that all 


this does not mean that every- 
thing on our side is just jim- 
dandy in South Vietnam. In any 
way, 
one side can quite easily 


be disastrously defeated in a 
battle of a whole campaign, 
while simultaneously Inflicting 
very heavy losses on the other 
side. That has certainly hap- 
pened, too; and much still de- 
pends on how the South Viet- 
namese government deals with 


all the destruction and dis- 
ruption. 
Yet what has happened to the 


enemy deserves stressing, not 
just because it has been so 
widely understressed, but also 
for a more profound reason. 
Gen. Westmoreland has always 
very frankly said that he was 
fighting a "war of attrition." 
The premises of all his plan- 
ning have now been upset by 
the other side's going for broke. 
But his planning premises have 
plainly been upset for a most 
encouraging reason - because 
the Hanoi leaders concluded 
they could not stand unending 
attrition. 


Here, again, however, strong 


emphasis is needed for the fact 
that this going for broke by the 
enemy is exceedingly danger- 
ous as well as exceedingly en- 
couraging. 
The attack on the 


cities was on a balance a dis- 
aster, but its sequel in the coun- 
tryside is yet to be seen. So Is 
the outcome at Khe Sanh and the 
dimilitarlzed zone, concerning 
which one must pray. 


Nonetheless, 
the defeat-at- 


any-price people in this country 
are howling about American 
failure, when the main failure to 
date has been on the other side.

whitish or greyish buildup on 
the soil surface or on the pot 
of a house plant is a good indU 
cation that you have salt prob- 
lems. 
The salts are ions of 


potassium, 
calcium, 
an* 


monium, 
nitrates, sulphates, 


and chlorides that are present 
in the soil. These ions com* 
from the fertilizer or from tte 
water you use when giving tte 
plants a drink. 


When you give the plants only 


a little water at a time there 
is no passage of the water aU 
the way down through the pot, 
and the salt builds up. Over a 
long period of time your plant* 
turn yellow and sickly looking 
and you get the white covering 


on the surface of the soil. 


The way to solve this problem 


is to give the plants a heavy 
watering occasionally. Set the 
plants in the sink and water 
until it runs entirely through 
the pot. This will wash out the 
salts and they can't be taken 
up again by the plant. The key 
to success is a thorough FLUSH. 
ING of the soil, not just anoth- 
er soaking, and of course re- 
member to discard the used 
water. 
Since I'm passing out little 


helpful household bints, maybe 
you would like to know this one 
about eggs. If you store them 
in the refrigerator big end up 
you'll keep toe yolks centered. 
They should be kept in the 
paper or cardboard carton to 
prevent moisture evaporation 
and this also prevents absorp- 
tion of refrigerator odors. Just 
heard this the other day from 
a poultry specialist at Peon 
State and thought it rather in. 
teresting. 
The eggs at our 


house are usually put in the 
handy recesses provided for 
them in the refrigerator door. 
Here they've been losing tools. 
ture and talcing up odors for 
years, and I never even knew 
it.

(Editor's Note: Jack Anderson today reports 


from the 38th parallel between North and South 
Korea.) 
ALONG THE 38TH PARALLEL — America's 


most forlorn and forgotten soldiers crouch at 
night behind sandbags in the lonely outposts 
along the demilitarized zone, waiting for a silent, 
elusive enemy to strike. 


A long history of machinegun 


and grenade attacks began on 
Nov. 
2, 1966, the very 
day 


President Johnson ended a tri- 
umphant visit to Seoul. On that 
day, 
the North Koreans bush* 


wacked an American patrol and 
killed six soldiers. They have 
been 
sniping and marauding 


ever since. 


In the months that have fol- 


lowed, 
hit-and-run 
North 


Korean patrols have killed 24 GIs and wounded 
78. The figures will be even higher by the 
time this report is printed. For hardly a night 
goes by that the eerie darkness of the 38th 
parallel isn't shattered by the sudden crash and 
Hash of a flrefight. 


Yet the GIs are forbidden to strike back at the 


enemy outposts across the DMZ 4,000 yards 
away. Their orders are to watch and wait in 
the severe, Arctic-like cold for "Joe" 
to hit 


first. 


Joe Is the name they have given the North 


Korean enemy and, after dark, ambush patrols 
crawl out of the bunkers, belly through the ice- 
crusted brush and lie on the frozen ground, 
numb fingers on the triggers, hoping t o inter- 
cept "Joe." 


For this bleak, bitter duty, the soldiers of the 


second (Indianhead) division not only collect no 
combat pay and receive no combat ribbons, they 
also must make out with the left-overs from 
Vietnam. 


I dropped in on these boys In their bunkers on 


a savagely cold night, moving from outpost to 
outpost in a blacked-out Jeep. Ahead of us moved 
an escort jeep, carrying three huddled, helmeted 
figures with rifles at the alert. 
+ 
In cramped, dingy rooms behind or below the 


observation posts, around hot charcoal burners, 
the GIs exercised their constitutional American 
right to gripe a little. Pll omit the names-these 
guys have enough grief without getting called on 
the carpet for talking out-of-turn to the Drew 
Pearson column. 


"This is the end of the supply line," grumped 


one sergeant. "We get what nobody else wants." 
He spoke of shortages of ammunition, fuel and 
spare parts. 


"Why 
don't you find out how many vehicles 


are 
deadheaded?" 
suggested another. He 


referred to the jeeps, trucks and personnel 
carriers that are laid up for lack of spare parts. 


"The carburetors don't work," said a tall, 
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skinny youth with a moustache too old for Ms 
face. "The vehicles we've been getting all seem 
to have bum carburetors." 


"I don't think," chimed In another, "There's a 


tire patch In the whole Second Division." The 
only way they could fix a flat, he said, was to 
take the tire to a Korean-operated, commercial 
garage. On the way to the front, I had noticed 
y couple of makeshift civilian Quonset huts, ad- 
vertising: "We fix flats." 


"I tried to start up a tank," said a sergeant. 


"No fuel." 


Another found the emergency brake missing 


from a new jeep. Others had heard about ve- 
hicles arriving without vital parts. 


Several griped about the rationing of fuel oil 


in their barracks. They would come down, after 
four or five days on the demarcation line, to cold 
barracks. 


"The guys In the rear don't suffer none from 


the cold," bitched a GI with four days' stubble 
on his chin. "After they take what they need, 
there ain't enough left for us guys." 


The soldiers In the bunkers and trenches also 


hadn't received any of the M-16 rifles now used 
in Vietnam, but they seemed satisfied with their 
M-14s. 


"The M-14 is heavier and fires abigger slug," 


explained 
a corporal, fingering bis rifle 


affectionately. 


There had also been ammunition and heli- 


copter shortages, they said, but new shipments 
had now arrived. 


I took up their complaints with Gen. Charles 


Bonesteel, the United Nations commander in 
Korea. 
He 
acknowledged 
there had been 


shortages and promised to investigate the 
specific complaints. 


My own investigation confirmed that Vietnam 


priorities and Secretary of Defense McNamara's 
economies had left our 50,000 troops in Korea 
critically short of the ammunition, helicopters, 
spare parts and other equipment they would need 
in case of an attack from the North. Further- 
more, the supplies that reach this remote area, 
as the GIs had complained, are often deficient. 


In a few Instances, individual officers had 


rationed fuel oil for the barracks; but they have 
now been Informed this is carrying economy 
too far. The shortages have not deprived the 
GIs of the essentials they need. But in case of 
an emergency the Eighth Army In Korea would 
be caught short. 


The fact Is Inescapable, however, that the 


American boys who endure cold and risk death 
every night In the harsh mountains facing North 
Korea have been neglected by their government. 
The brass hats In their Pentagon easy chairs 
might give a thought to providing these soldiers 
with the combat pay, supplies and recognition 
they deserve.

As a non-lawyer, I had the 


same general idea of what a 
constitution 
embodied:

grand, sweeping language of the 
preamble to our own United 
States Constitution: 


". . .in order to form a more 


perfect union, establish justice, 
Insure 
domestic tranquility, 


provide for the common defense, 
promote the general welfare and 
secure the blessings of liberty 
for ourselves and our posterity 


' Like most others, I knew in 
general terms what followed. 
And, 
like roost oMiers, I also 


knew the great amount of work 
that went into such parts of the 
constitution as Article 1, Sec- 
tion 1, which established the 
House of Representatives and 
the Senate. 


But I was not prepared for the 


amount of time and energy that 
would go Into finding the exact 
words to fit the exact article 
we would like to have inserted 
in the constitution. 


In other words, I had to an. 


swer questions like: 


to order to promote the gen- 


eral welfare, Just what debt 
limit should be established; 
Should one be established at 
all? Should It be in exact doU 
lar amounts or amounts of dol- 
lars relative to certain stan • 
dards. 


to order to establish a more 


perfect 
Commonwealth, Just 


how large should the Legisla- 
ture be? 
Should it be small 


enough to Insure efficiency? Co- 
larger to safeguard the repre- 
sentation of rural counties? 
Should tt have two Houses on the 
basis that two Houses are less 
likely to make a mistake than 
one? Or should there be only 
one House because under recent 
Supreme Court rulings a second 
has become redundant? 
•. oidei to insure domestic 


tranquility, should the courts be 
modernized? 
Should the Jus. 


tices of the Peace and Magls. 
trates be abolished because 
some of them have been less 
than honest? Or should they be 
maintained because they put jus. 
tlce closer to the people? 


In order to secure the bless. 


Ings of liberty for ourselves 
and our posterity, should al. 
ternatlve forms of local gov- 
ernment be established? Or 
should theybemandated?Should 
they be consolidated forcibly? 


Even after I had made up my 


own mind on these matters 
and the Constitutional Conven- 
tion had made up Its corporate 
mind, there was still the exact 
wording to be determined. After 
having watched the experts 
spend much effort on the com. 
plexities of writing exact legal 
language to cover an exact siU 
uatlon, I will never again com. 
plain about the nit-picking or 
delays in any legislative body. 


We have an astonishing cross, 


section of knowledge In the Con. 
stitutlonal Convention, people 
with business training, banking 
experience, 
legal experience 


and governmental partlclpa • 
tion. 
We have college presi- 


dents and deans, men who run 
their 
own accounting bust, 


nesses,

Under the 


Treasury's own rules, you have 
to get and keep supporting docu- 
ments ONLY for your lodgings 
(hotel or motel bill) and any 
other separate expenditures of 
$25 or more (except certain 
transportation charges.) Since 
most other travel expenditures 
amount to less than $25 each, 
you don't have to be ready to 
back them up with ACTUAL 
BILLS for each expenditure. 
But the rules require you to 
have some proof of the outlays 
and the best way to furnish this 
Is through a dally diary show- 
Ing where, when and how much 
you spent for what on your 
trips. 


If you keep this diary current- 


ly, a district court ruled in '67 
that your under $25 deductions 
as shown by the diary are vir- 
tually disallowance proof. To 
throw out or cut down your de- 
ductions, the Treasury agent 
would have to show that you 
kept the diary improperly, that 
it was preposterous on the face, 
or had some other basic flaw. 
And once the court upholds the 
diary, the Treasury's own rules 
make it unnecesary for you to 
submit other proof. 


Before the court was the case 


of Mr. Culwell, a long distance 
truck driver who kept a diary 
In which 
he recorded within 


15 minutes after the event, the 
cost, date, time and place of 
each meal he bought on the 
trip. 
The diary put his meal 


costs at an average of $11 a 
day. The Treasury cut this to 
$8 a day apparently because it 
concluded he couldn't have 
spent more than that. But the 
clear and contemporaneously 
kept diary satisfied the Treas- 
ury's own requirements for 
supporting his $11 a day de- 
ductions, said the court. Oil- 
well, though, slipped up on his 
tips. He merely estimated them 
and the court therefore disal- 
lowed them entirely. So in your 
diary for 1968, don't be sloppy 
about tips. List them for each 
meal. 


In 1967, the Supreme Court 


disagreed with various lower 
courts 
and agreed that the 


Treasury was right in allow- 
ing deductions for meals on 
business trips only if the trav- 
eler is away from home at 
least overnight or long enough 
to require either rest or sleep 
on the trip. 


For Instance, suppose you go 


from New York to Washington, 
D.C. on business. You arrive 
in the morning, spend $10 on 
meals and drink while there, 
fly home on a night plane. You 
can't deduct the $10 because 
you weren't away from home 
overnight under the Treasury 
rule which the Supreme Court 
approved. 
But if instead you 


stay overnight in Washington 
and take an early flight home 
the next day, you can deduct 
both your meal costs and lodg- 
ings for the night. This could 
become an Incentive for stay- 
Ing overnight on what otherwise 
might be one-day trips. 


One of the travel questions 


which the Supreme Court skirt- 
ed In a '67 case was: when Is 
a person "away from home" 
if he lives away from his resi- 
dence? Since travel expenses 
such as meals and lodging are 
deductible only when the busi- 
ness traveler is "away from 
home," this question causes 
constant litigation. A strictly 
temporary Job location away 
from his family generally per- 
mits a deduction for the work, 
er. The lower courts also re- 
cently have been more liberal 
than the Treasury by consid- 
ering an employe to be away 
from home when it Is not feas- 
ible for him to move his fam- 
ily to his Job location. 


But the Supreme Court re- 


fused to clarify or verify this 
and came down In 1967 with a 
limited decision on a military 
case which left the "away from 
home" rule unsettled for civil- 
ians. 
Until it's settled, you 


might want to rely on the more 
liberal court interpretation that 
you are away from home when 
it isn't feasible to move your 
family to your location. How. 
ever, you then may be In for 
a Treasury fight.

so unfavorably, Sooth could 
count only seven sure tricks: 
three diamonds, two hearts, 
one spade, and one chib. If h* 
crossed over to dummy to 
take the chib finesse, he 
might develop another trick; 
however, that would still 
leave him one short. 


There was the 
further 


consideration that, if East 
were to gain the lead, a spade 
return thru declarer's king- 
jack would surely bring a 
quick decision for the defense 
since West's overcall marked 
him with the m i s s i n g 
strength in that suit.

by the Allied forces in Germany 
in 1945. The documents, pro. 
pared from German records 
show that Yakov, despondent 
after a quarrel with fellow cap. 
tives, touched the wire of an 
electrically-charged fence and 
pleaded with a guard to shoot 
him. 


Mrs. Alliliyeva, now living In 


Princeton, said she had not 
read the reports of her broth, 
er's death and is "not very 
keen on reading them." 


"All this evidence from Ger. 


man officers and former Ger. 
man officers and other people 
doesn't mean much to me," she 
said, "After all, how can I be- 
lieve any evidence like that in 
a war prisoner's camp? In the 
end, the only fact that I have 
is that he died, that he was 
shot in a prison camp." 


"I have heard so 
many 


stories about his death and I 
absolutely do not know which to 
believe. 1 cannot judge every 
piece of new evidence," s h e 
added. 
Mrs. AUiluyeva, once Stalin's 


favorite chitf, defected to the 
United States last year a n d 
published a book of memoirs of 
her life in the Kremlir during 
the reign of the Russian dicta, 
tor. 


The State Department docu- 


ments claim that Yakov sur. 
rendered to German troops 
near Smolensk on July 18, 1941, 
and was a prisoner until April 
14, 1943, the night of the quar. 
rel with fellow captives in a 
camp maintained for special 
prisoners. 


The documents include a 


photograph of what is said to 
be Yakov s body hanging on the 
prison's barb wire fence and a 
report of the shooting from Nazi 
Gestapo Chief Heinrich Himm- 
ler.

For years, Cathcart reminds, 


soil erosion has been consider- 
ed a menace to the welfare of 
the nation, with emphasis on 
damage to farmland. What lias 
perhaps 
been overlooked by 


many is the damage eroded soil 
does to everyone everywhere. 


The new publication can be 


obtained at the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service office in the Court 
House basement. It points out 
that more than a half billion 
cubic yards of eroded soil is 
dredged 
each 
year 
from 


streams, navigation channels, 
estuaries and harbors, at a cost 
of 40 cents a cubic yard. "Cost 
of keeping it out of these places 
through proper 
conservation 


practices," 
says 
Cathcart, 


"would be only a fraction of 
that. 


Not only is sediment produced 


from farmland, he says, it 
comes 
from 
building sites, 


along roads and stream banks. 


According to the new publi- 


cation, conservation work can 
reduce 
sedimentation 
by as 


much as 90 percent.

Monday that New York State 
should outlaw the Minutemen 
and similar unofficial military 
type organizations that practice 
with firearms or explosives. 


A bill to that effect, recom- 


mended by Atty. Gen. Louis J. 
Lefkowltz, swept through the 
Senate without debate and was 
sent to the Assembly, where 
concurrence was expected. 


Lefkowltz drew the measure 


after a prolonged investigation 
of the Minutemen, an ultra-right 
wing organization that he said 
had made plans to assassinate 
high-ranking government figures 
it regarded as dangerously lib. 
eral. 


The bill would make it a 


felony— punishable by up to is 
years in prison — to assembly 
as a paramilitary organization 
and practice with actual or slm- 
ulated weapons or explosives. 


Exceptions are made f«r r*c- 


ocrtzed veterans organizations 
and the state militia.
